With tie* overthrow of the Roman 
empire the art of making decorative 
I pottery disappeared from Europe, but 


I was brought back to Spain again by 
I the Arabs when they obtained a foot- 
j hold in that country in the eighth 
I century, and into Sicily about a hun- 
j dred years later. 
From this last coun- 
| try the art spread to Italy, and during 
the fourteenth and fifteenth centuries 
reached a high state of development. 
During this time flourished the manu­ 
facture of majolica ware, co-called, it 
is supposed, from the fact that the 
Moors had made a somewhat similar 
ware on the island of Majorca. 
To 
the decoration of this ware distinguish­ 
ed artists devoted themselves, and Ra­ 
phael is said to have prepared designs 
for some of the pieces, such as platters 
and other vessels. 
So artistically was 
the ware decorated, and such a wealth 
of ornament was lavished upon it that 
its original intention for domestic use 
was lost sight of entirely, and the 
plates, cups and vases were 
valued 
and used only as luxuries of decora­ 
tion. 
In the fifteenth century the Dutch 
commenced the manufacture of glazed 
pottery ware, which was extensively 
used in Europe. 
It was 
known 
as 
Delft ware from the fact of its being 
manufactured in and near that place. 
The manufacture of porcelain was in­ 
troduced into Saxony 'n 1709 by Bou­ 
cher, who succeeded in inventing a 
genuine white porcelain. The elector, 
Frederic Augustus, was 
so 
pleased ! 
with it that he established at W eissen 1 
guished place in the pottery world. 


a factory for its production, placing 
Boucher in charge. 
This was the ori­ 
gin of the manufacture of Dresden 
china, which has won such a distin- 
In u fo and 1751 works at Vienna and 
Dresden were established, and are still 
in operation. 
In 1735 similar estab­ 
lishments were put in operation in 
Chantilly, France; in 1745 at Vincen­ 
nes, and in 1754 at Sevres. 
A workman at Sevres has done a 
good day’s work when he has made 
from 20 to 30 plates a day; an English 
potter with the aid of two boys, will 
in the same time make from 1,000 to 
1,200 plates, while in America, with 
the aid of improved appliances, one 
workman will considerably increase 
these figures. 
This naturally cheap­ 
ens the cost in proportion, and thus en­ 
larges the field for their consumption. 
Bottcher died in 1719; and from 1720 
to 1750, under the management of Hor- 
oldt, his successor, the art of decora­ 
tion was further developed. 
The ware 
is coarse and heavy compared with the 
Chinese, but the coloring is superb. 
The outside is of a ricn yellow color, 
with a raised 
design in white. 
The 
Chinese 
decoration of the 
inside is 
exquisitely done in rich purples and 
reds and delicious blues, touched up in 
spots with gold. 
.The first success in the making of 
hard porcelain is that of John Dwight, 
of Fulham. England. 
In spite of his 
success Dwight soon teased to make 
it and it speedily disappeared from the 
market and was forgotten. 
Boettcher 
discovered, about 1709, by a happy ac­ 
cident, that in a clay from Aile the 


properties of kaolin, all that he needed 
to make porcelain, were to be found. 
It was formerly believed that kaolin 
was peculiar to China, but this clay 
was discovered in Saxony about 1709; 
at St. Yrieix, near Limoges, in 1768, 
and in 1755 near Helstone, in Cornwall, 
not only 
the 
kaolin 
but 
also 
the 
petuntsz, or china stone, was found. 
The ware known as veined egg shell 
is light, delicate to the touch, trans­ 
parent, of a beautiful dead white color, 
varied in tone by the more transparent 
veinings, and decorated in black and 
gold. 
Despite the tireless efforts of 
the potters of Europe and the fact that 
they did finally produce a hard porce­ 
lain, they were never able to produce 
the exquisite texture of the Chinese 
“egg shell.” 
Only two and one half miles south­ 
west of Paris, Sevres is well known 
to tourists. 
Beautiful porcelain 
has 
been manufactured here since 1756. 
Once a flourishing Roman city, and 
supposed to be one of seven cities 
where Christianity was placed about 
the middle of the third century, Lim­ 
oges is the capitol of the department 
of Haute Vienne, and is 
250 
railes 
south of Paris. 
In 1768 kaolin was 
found nearby, and naturally they im­ 
mediately began making 
the 
hard 
paste porcelain. 
This is more durable, 
though ware made of soft paste ab­ 
sorbs less color in the decorating, 
and has a pleasing softness of effect. 
The popular Haviland china is made 
at this same place.

The Pittsburg synod of the Evangel!-; 
cal Lutheran church, which embraces j 
St. John's church, this city, was orga- \ 
nized in Pittsburg, Jan. 15, 1845, with 1 
eight pastors and six laymen. 
These j 
persons represented 22 congregations, 
scattered over Westmorland, Washing­ 
ton. Allegheny, Butler, Beaver, Law- j 
rence, Armstrong and Clarion counties ; 
in Pennsylvania. 
There were then six 
Lutheran synods iii this territory. Rev. 
Michael J. Steck was chosen president 
of the new organization and Rev. W. 
A. Passavant secretary, while George j 
Weyinan, of Pittsburg, was treasurer, i 
Of the persons participating Rev. D a-j 
yid Barb art. now living in Philadel-j 
phia, is the sole survivor. 
The zeal ^ 
of the body soon earned for it the title , 
of the "missionary synod." 
The pas­ 
tors. though burdened with the care of 
large parishes, spent considerable time 
building up 
the 
outlying 
districts. 
Within six years after its organization 
the synod had 26 mission churches in 
its own territory. 
Some of the most 
influential congregations of today are 
the offspring of this missionary work. 
The synod has also lent a helping hand 
to their brethren in Tennessee. Texas 
Kansas, Nebraska and Minnesota, and 
it was mainly through the efforts of 
this synod that Texas and Minnesota 
were organized. 
The synod has given 
aid to over 350 congregations and has 
expended more than $160,000 in mis­ 
sion work. 
It has been instrumental 
in establishing churches in Nashville, 
Knoxville. Ft. Wayne. 
Chicago 
and 
Toronto. Canada. 
In addition it has 
supported 116 young men in their prep­ 
aration for the ministrv. 
Steps were 
also taken for the establishment of a 
synodical academy. 
'n the early fif­ 
ties Muhlenburg Institute, at Greens 
burg, Pa., was established and later 
Conoquessing Academy, at Zelienople, 
received the support of 
the 
synod. 
These institutions were the forerun­ 
ners of Thiel college to 
which 
the 
synod has devoted itself during the 
last 30 years. 
The Pittsburg synod in­ 
cludes that portion of Pennsylvania 
lying west of the Alleghenies and ex­ 
tending west and north to the state 
lines of New York and Ohio. 
It has 
also overrun into Nova 
Scotia 
and 
eastern Ohio, where St. John s church, 
this city, is one of theleadingchurches. 
The membership is composed of 140 
pastors. 200 congregations and 27,770 
communicants.

days. On Sundays no one will be admitted except lot owners or those hav­ 
ing a special ticket 
Tickets can be procured at office of the secretary In 
First National bank, or the residence of the superintendent at cemetery. 


3. Every person driving in the cemetery shall be responsible for any 


damage done by him or by the animals in his charge. 


4. No vehicle will be allowed to pass through the grounds at a rate ex­ 
ceeding six miles an hour, and no one is permitted to drive on any of tho 
walks. 
No horse must be left on the grounds unfastened. 
Drivers must 
remain on their seats or by their horses during funeral services. Carriages 


will not be permitted to turn on any avenue. 


5. All persons are prohibited from picking any flowers, either wild or 
cultivated, or breaking any trees, shrub or plant, anywhere within the en­ 
closure; and also from writing upon, defacing, or In any way injuring any 


ornament, tree or structure in or belonging to the cemetery. 


6. Persons with refreshments will not be admitted to tho cemetery, and 


all bags or baskets must be left at the entrance. 
Children will not be ad­ 


mitted to the cemetery unless in the care of adults. 


7. Dogs will not be permitted in the cemetery. 


8. Except in case of emergency, when lots are required for Immediate 
use, the superintendent will not attend to the selection or sale of lot* on 


Sunday. 


9. Shooting will not be allowed, and no firearms will be permitted with­ 


in the grounds except at military funerals. 


IO. The Superintendent and his deputies are vested by an Act of th# 
Genera! Assembly of the State of Ohio with full police power to arrest 
without warrant and toke before a Justice of the Peace any offends? In 
these grounds, and the Association exact the discharge of this duty. They 
will expel from the cemetery any person disturbing its sanclty by noisy, 
boisterous or other improper conduct, or who shall violate any of the fore­ 


going rules, and will subject the offender to due punishment.

Fuller went away ow ing the borough j 
$6,327, he had $311 coming to 
him 
from the borough 
as commission on I 
borough 
money 
that 
had 
passed 
through his hands. 
Mr. Leslie is now- 
trying to get 
part of this money to 
repay him for the amount he had to 
pay the insurance company as bonds­ 
man for Mr. Fuller. 
Nineteen other men are also trying 
to get hold of the $311 that New- Ken­ 
sington owes Fuller. 
These are the 
men who had gone on Fuller’s bond 
as borough 
treasurer, and who had 
to pay the borough $6,327. the amount 
of Fuller’s shortage. The amount they 
are after is small, but it would come 
very handy to a number of them, as

Origin of Some of the More Famous Wares—Mow the Industry Flourished in 
the Middle Ages.

The Dawson Reunion. 
At a meeting last night the com­

With the overthrow of the Roman 
e m p i r e the art of making decorative 
pottery disappeared from Europe, but 
| was brought back to .Spain again by 
| the Arabs when they obtained a foot- 
i hold in that country in the eighth 
century, and into Sicily about a hun- 
; dred years later. 
From this last coun­ 
try the art spread to Italy, and during 
the fourteenth and fifteenth centuries 
reached a high state of development. 
During this time flourished the m anu­ 
facture of majolica ware, co-called. it 
is supposed, from the fact that the 
Moors had made a somewhat similar 
ware on the island of Majorca. 
To 
the decoration of this ware distinguish­ 
ed artists devoted themselves, and Ra­ 
phael is said to have prepared designs 
for some of the pieces, such as platters 
and other vessels. 
So artistically was 
the ware decorated, and such a wealth 
of ornam ent was lavished upon it that 
its original intention for domestic use 
was lost sight of entirely, and the 
plates, cups and vases were 
valued 
and used only as luxuries of decora­ 
tion. 
In the fifteenth century the Dutch 
commenced the manufacture of gla ze d 
pottery ware, which was extensively 
used in Europe. 
It was 
known 
as 
Delft ware from the fact of its being 
manufactured in and near that place. 
The manufacture of porcelain was in­ 
troduced into Saxony ‘n 1709 by Bott- 
cher, who succeeded in inventing a 
genuine white porcelain. 
The elector, 
Frederic Augustus, was 
so 
pleased 
with it that he established at Weissen 
guished place in the pottery world. 


a factory for its production, placing 
Bottcher in charge. 
This was the ori­ 
gin of the m anufacture of Dresden 
china, which has won such a distin- 
In 17^0 and 177*1 works at Vienna and 
Dresden were established, and are still 
in operation. 
In 1735 similar estab­ 
lishments were put in operation in 
Chantilly, France; in 1745 at Vincen­ 
nes, and in 1754 at Sevres. 
A workman at Sevres has done a 
good day’s work when he has made 
from 20 to 30 plates a day; an English 
potter with the aid of two boys, will 
in the same time make from 1,000 to 
1.200 plates, while in America, with 
the aid of improved appliances, one 
workman will considerably increase 
these figures. 
This naturally cheap­ 
ens the cost in proportion, and thus en­ 
larges the field for th*'ir consumption. 
Bottcher died in 1719; and from 1720 
to 1750. under the m anagem ent of Hor- 
oldt, his successor, the art of decora­ 
tion was further developed. 
The ware 
is coarse and heavy compared with the 
Chinese, but the coloring is superb. 
The outside is of a ru n yellow color, 
with a raised 
design m white. 
The 
Chinese 
decoration of the 
inside is 
exquisitely done in rich purples and 
reds and delicious blues, touched up in 
spots with gold. 
.The first success in the making of 
hard porcelain is that of John Dwight, 
of Fulham. England. 
In spite of his 
success Dwight soon (eased to make 
it and it speedily disappeared from the 
market and was forgotten. 
Boettcher 
discovered, about 1709, by a happy ac­ 
cident. that in a clay from Aue the 


i properties of kaolin, all that he needed 
to make porcelain, were to be found. 
It was formerly believed that kaolin 
was peculiar to China, but this clay 
was discovered in Saxony about 1709; 
at St. Y’rieix, near Limoges, in 1768, 
and in 1755 near Helstone, in Cornwall, 
not only 
the 
kaolin 
but 
also 
the 
petuntsz, or china stone, was found. 
The ware known as veined egg shell 
is light, delicate to the touch, tran s­ 
parent, of a beautiful dead white color, 
varied in tone by the more transparent 
veinings, and decorated in black and 
gold. 
Despite the tireless efforts of 
the potters of Europe and the fact that 
they did finally produce a hard porce­ 
lain, they were never able to produce 
the exquisite texture of the Chinese 
"egg shell." 
Only two and one half miles south­ 
west of Paris, Sevres is well known 
to tourists. 
Beautiful porcelain 
has 
been m anufactured here since 1756. 
Once a flourishing Homan city, and 
supposed to be one of seven cities 
where Christianity was placed about 
the middle of the third century, Lim­ 
oges is the eapitol of the departm ent 
of Haute Vienne, and is 
250 
miles 
south of Paris. 
In 7768 kaolin was 
found nearby, and naturally they im­ 
mediately began making 
the 
hard 
paste porcelain. 
This is more durable, 
though ware made of soft paste ab­ 
sorbs less color in the decorating, 
and has a pleasing softness of effect. 
The popular Haviland china is made 
at this same place.

The Pittsburg synod of the Evangel!-; 
cal Lutheran church, which embraces j 
St. John’s church, this city, was orga­ 
nized in Pittsburg, Jan. 16, 1845, with ; 
eight pastors and six laymen. 
These 
persons represented 22 congregations, 
scattered over Westmorland, Washing­ 
ton. Allegheny, Butler, Beaver, Law-j 
rence, Armstrong and Clarion counties I 
in Pennsylvania. 
There were then six 
Lutheran synods in this territory. Rev. I 
Michael J. Steck was chosen president 
of the new organization and Rev. VV. 
A. Passavant secretary, while George 
Weyman, of Pittsburg, was treasurer. 
Of the persons participating Rev. Da­ 
vid Earhart. now living in Philadel­ 
phia. is the sole survivor. 
The zeal 
of the body soon earned for it the title 
of the "missionary synod." 
The pas­ 
tors. though burdened with the care of 
large parishes, spent considerable time 
building up 
the 
outlying 
districts. 
Within six years after its organization 
the synod had 2t> mission churches in 
its own territory. 
Some of the most 
influential congregations of today are 
the offspring of this missionary work. 
The synod has also lent a helping hand 
to their brethren in Tennessee, Texas 
Kansas, Nebraska and Minnesota, and 
it was mainly through the efforts of 
this synod that Texas and Minnesota 
were organized. 
The synod Iihh given 
aid to over 350 congregations and has 
expended more than $100,000 in mis­ 
sion work. 
It has been Instrumental 
in establishing churches in Nashville, 
Knoxville, Ft. Wayne, 
Chicago 
and 
Toronto. Canada. 
In addition it has 
supported 110 young men in their prep 
aration for the ministry. 
Steps were 
also taken for the establishment of a 
synodical academy. 
1 n the early fif­ 
ties Muhlenburg Institute, at Greens- 
burg, Pa., was established and later 
Conoquessing Academy, at Zelienople, 
received the support of 
the 
synod. 
These institutions were the forerun­ 
ners of Thiel college to 
which 
the 
synod has devoted itself during the 
last 30 years. 
The Pittsburg synod in­ 
cludes that portion of Pennsylvania 
lying west of the Alleghenies and ex­ 
tending west and north to the state 
lines of New York and Ohio. 
It has 
also overrun Into Nova 
Scotia 
and 
eastern Ohio, where St. John's church, 
this city, is one oftheleadingchurches. 
The membership is composed of 140 
pastors, 200 congregations and 27,770 
communicants.

RIVERVIEW CEMETERY. 
RULES FOR VISITORS. 


Section 1. Visitors are reminded that these grounds are sacredly de­ 
voted to the interment of the dead, and a strict observance of all that it 
proper, in a place so dedicated, will be required of all who visit it. 


2. Visitors will be admitted to the cemetery at all times during week 
days. On Sundays no one will be admitted except lot owners or those hav­ 
ing a special ticket. 
Tickets can be procured at office of the secretary in 
First National bank, or the residence of the superintendent at cemetery. 


3. Every person driving In the cemetery shall be responsible for any 
damage done by him or by the animals in his charge. 


4. No vehicle will be allowed to pass through the grounds at a rate ex­ 
ceeding six miles an hour, and no one is permitted to drive ou any of the 
walks. 
No horse must be left on the grounds unfastened. 
Drivers must 
remain on their seats or by their horses during funeral services. 
Carriages 
will not be permitted to turn on any avenue. 


5. All persons are prohibited from picking any flowers, either wild or 
cultivated, or breaking any trees, shrub or plant, anywhere within the en­ 
closure; and also from writing upon, defacing, or in any way injuring any 
ornament, tree or structure in or belonging to the cemetery. 


6. Persons with refreshments will not be admitted to the cemetery, and 
all bags or baskets must be left at the entrance. 
Children will not be ad­ 
mitted to the cemetery unless in the care of adults. 


7. Dogs will not be permitted in the cemetery. 


8. Except in case of emergency, when lots are required for immediate 
use, the superintendent will not attend to the selection or sale of lots on 
Sunday. 


9. Shooting will not be allowed, and no firearms will be permitted with­ 
in the grounds except at military funerals. 


10. The Superintendent and his deputies are vested by an Act of the 


General Assembly of the State of Ohio with full police power to arrest 
without warrant and tcke before a Justice of the Peace any offendet in 
these grounds, and the Association exact the discharge of this duty. They 
will expel from the cemetery any person disturbing its sancity 
by noisy, 
boisterous or other improper conduct, or who shall violate any of the fore­ 
going rules, and will subject the offender to due punishment.

The Pittsburg synod of the Evangelic j 
cal Lutheran church, which embraces j 
St. John’s church, this city, was orga -1 
nized in Pittsburg. Jan. IU, 1845, with 1 
eight pastors and six laymen. 
These j 
persons represented 22 congregations, 
scattered over Westmorland, Washing­ 
ton. Allegheny. Butler. Beaver, Law-j 
renoe. Armstrong and Clarion counties I 
I 
in Pennsylvania. 
There were then six 
Lutheran synods in this territory. Rev. 
Michael J. Stock was chosen president I 
of the new organization and Rev. VV. j 
A. Passavant secretary, while George i 
Weyman, of Pittsburg, was treasurer, i 
Of the persons participating Rev. Da-1 
vid Dal hart, now living in Pltiladel- j 
phia, is the sole survivor. 
The zeal 
of the body soon earned for it the title J 
of the "missionary synod.” 
The pas­ 
tors. though burdened with tile care of 
large parishes, spent considerable time 
building up 
the 
outlying 
districts. 
Within six years after its organization 
the synod fiad 2G mission churches in 
its own territory. 
Some of the most 
influential congregations of today are 
the offspring of this missionary work. 
The synod has also lent a helping hand 
to their brethren in Tennessee, Texas 
Kansas, Nebraska and Minnesota, and 
it was mainly through the efforts of 
this synod that Texas and Minnesota 
were organized. 
The synod has given 
aid to over 350 congregations and has 
expended more than $100,000 in mis­ 
sion work. 
It has been instrumental 
in establishing churches in Nashville, 
Knoxville. Ft. Wayne, 
Chicago 
and 
Toronto. Canada. 
In addition it has 
supported HO young mon in their prep­ 
aration for the ministry. 
Steps were 
also taken for the establishment of a 
synodical academy, 
'n the early fif­ 
ties Muhlenberg Institute, at Greens­ 
burg, Pa., was established and later 
Conoquessing Academy, at Zelienople, 
received tho support of 
the 
synod. 
These institutions were the forerun­ 
ners of Thiel college to 
which 
the 
synod has devoted itself during the 
last 30 years. 
The Pittsburg synod in­ 
cludes that portion of Pennsylvania 
lying west of the Alleghenies anil ex­ 
tending west and north to the state 
lines of New' York and Ohio.

this city, is one of the leading churches.

RIVERVIEW CEMETERY. 
RULES FOR VISITORS. 


Section I. Visitors are reminded that these grounds are sacredly de* 
voted to the interment of the dead, and a strict observance of all that it 
proper, in a place so dedicated, will be required of all who visit It. 


2. Visitors will be admitted to the cemetery at all times during week 
days. On Sundays no one will be admitted except lot owners or those har­ 
ing a special ticket. 
Tickets can be procured at office of the secretary ill 
First National bank, or the residence of the superintendent at cemetery. 


3. Every person driving in the cemetery shall be responsible for any 
damage done by him or by the animals in his charge. 


4. No vehicle will be allowed to pass through the grounds at a rate ex­ 
ceeding six miles an hour, and no one is permitted to drive on any of the 
walks. 
No horse must be left on the grounds unfastened. 
Drivers must 
remain on their seats or by their horses during funeral services. 
Carriages 
will not be permitted to turn on any avenue. 


5. All persons are prohibited from picking any flowers, either wild or 
cultivated, or breaking any trees, shrub or plant, anywhere within the en­ 
closure; and also from writing upon, defacing, or in any way injuring any 
ornament, tree or structure In or belonging to the cemetery. 


6. Persons with refreshments will not be admitted to tho cemetery, and 
all bags or baskets must be left at the entrance. 
Children will not be ad­ 
mitted to the cemetery unless in the care of adults. 


7. Dogs will not be permitted In the cemetery. 


8. Except in case of emergency, when lots are required for immediate 
use, the superintendent will not attend to the selection or sale of lots on 
Sunday. 


9. Shooting will not be allowed, and no firearms will be permitted with­ 
in the grounds except at military funerals. 


IO. The Superintendent and his deputies are vested by an Act of the 


General Assembly of the State of Ohio with full police power to arrest 
without warrant and take before a Justice of the Peace any offenddf in 
these grounds, and the Association exact the discharge of this duty. They 
will expel from the cemetery any person disturbing Its sancity by noisy, 
boisterous or other Improper conduct, or who shall violate any of the fore­ 
going rules, and will subject the offender to due punishment.
